Based on gallery visits and informal studio sessions, 
classes are designed for students ages 3-17.

Class size is 
limited and enrollment is on a first-come, first-served basis. Each student must be 
registered by an adult, in person at the museum; children need not be present.

Art for Parent & Child (age 3) Creating together in the studio and galleries, parents 
and children experiment with materials, (class fee $55) 

Mini-Masters (ages 4-5) Studio projects introduce young children to the museum's 
permanent collection. 

Rainbow Reflections (ages 5-6) A variety of materials will be used to identify and 
simplify colors and shapes in art. 

Mechanical. Vegetable. Mineral (ages 6-7) An ingenious use of materials will produce 
projects in printmaking, painting, or construction. 

Fur. Fins and Feathers (ages 7-8) Creatures real and imaginary from every culture 
inspire students in recreating animals in two and three dimensions. 
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Davs of Olde (ages 8-9) Knights that gleam, queens that rule, and castles that look cool. Young 
artists interpret medieval themes in sketches, paintings and collage. 

Long A go and Far Awav (ages 9-10) In ancient times there lived people whose faces and stories 
can be found in the galleries. Students make them come to life with pencils and paints. 

Autumn Album (ages 10-12) Pictures and words come together to complement each other in a 
mixed media montage of materials with inspirations from varied cultures found in the galleries. 

Eastern Feasts (ages 11-13) Gods, guardians, screens, scrolls, mountains, and dragons are the 
subjects students will focus on, while creating projects inspired by the CMA's world famous Asian 
art collection. 

Teen Portfolio Workshop (ages 14-17) Designed for the serious student, this class will fill the gaps 
and accentuate the strengths of aspiring young artists. This class will meet from 10:15 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m. with a lunch break, (class fee $55)
